Our family spent this past w eekend 
in Big Bend National Park attending the 
mid winter convention of the W est i exas 
Press Association of "which w e have the 
honor bem a president. This w as a most 
unusual place to hold a convention cmd 
it m ade for a very enjoyable weekend 
W e were able to mix a little sightseeing 
in "with the business of the m eeting and 
m anaged to come home completely ex­ 
hausted but ready to go again. 


This w as our first time to m ake it into 
the park and it is just unbeheveabie that 
such a place could exist out in the m iddle 
ol that desert country. 
Those of you who nave never been 
to Big Bend w e would urge you to try to 
work it into your schedule in the not too 
distant future If you have not been there 
in the past four or five years you should 
go aa a in just to see the new facilities in 
the Chisos Basin. 
The Chisos M ountain Lodge is ex­ 
ceeded rn beauty only by the view of the 
country from the lodge itself. 
As part of the convention we took a 
motor caravan down to the Rio G rande 
and crossed over to the M exican side by 
burros, w aggons and an old pickup to 
visit the little village of Boquillas. 
This sleepy Mexican town of about 
ISO people m ay never be the sam e after 
the invasion of about SO to 75 of us. 
At 50 cents a head for carrying us 
across the river and 50 cents to get back 
it is a cinch that their econom y will be 
some time getting back to normal. 
The people over there live in adobe 
huts without any of the m odern conveni­ 
ences that w e take for granted such elec­ 
tricity or plum bing. They do have a two- 
rocm school Their principle income seem ­ 
ed to be from a little mining, some live­ 
stock and the tourists that they can haul 
across the river. 


Incidently as president of the press 
gro up we ti ".ought that we might have the 
sam e room a s Mrs. Johnson occupied 
when she visited the park, but we faired 
better than she did in that we stayed in 
a new, m odern motel unit that w as not 
built until after her visit. 
W e hope to make it back to Big Bend 
before too long to see som e of the a re a 
that we could not work into our schedule 
on this trip. 
O ur w eekend w as m ade complete 
when we got back and found that it had 
rained while we were gone. It was not 
a whole lot but it did prove that nature 
still knows how.

The question is being con­ 
stantly asked, "Is it possible 
to unite them in the kind of a 
single-minded national effort 
the Administration envisions, 
and is there any organizational 
set-up which can really func­ 
tion efficiently to do the job?” 
It is now obvious that these 
questions have got 
to have 
answers, and affirmatively, if 
all these plans are to bear 
fruit and if the billions com­ 
mitted arc to have any mean­ 
ingful impact on the life of 
America. 
There is talk of reorganiza­ 
tion. Governors are fed up 
with rules, regulations, guide­ 
lines, delays and unmet prom­ 
ises. and some are demanding 
that they be given the money 
without Federal interference. 


The idea of a tax rebate to 
the States is catching on.
